EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Last of the Absolute Monarchies 


T 


HE granting of liberty to his people by the 


Czar is the first great political event of the 


20th century. Russia was the last great nation of 
Europe to remain a despotism. Today it is free 
from the shackles that have enthralled it since the 
days of Ivan the .Terrible, more than three hun- 


dred years ago. 


It is the last loud echo of the shot fired at Lex- 


ington one hundred and thirty years ago—"the 
shot heard around the world"—the shot that led 
to the French revolution, the Napoleonic wars, 
and the democratization of Europe. 


There remains now but one absolute monarchy 


in Europe—the sultanate of Turkey. The relig- 
ious fanaticism and ignorance of its people pre- 
clude the possibility of Turkey becoming a con- 
stitutional monarchy of its own volition, but the 
day, we hope and believe, is not far distant when 
the powers of Europe will take upon themselves 
the administration of that country, giving it a 
more liberal rule than it enjoys now. \Ve trust 
so for the sake of the hapless Armenians and the 
other Christian races that are now compelled to 
submit to the barbarous atrocities of the militant 
Mussalman.
